This  evening,  the  Wenatchee  Wild  (11-9-2,  5th  Place,  Interior  Division)  take  on  the  Penticton  Vees  (17-4-1,  tied  1st  Place, 
Interior  Division).  It's  the  third  of  seven  scheduled  games  between  the  clubs. 

HEAD  TO  HEAD  (REG.SEASON):  The  Wild  are  9-8-1  all-time  against  the  Vees,  and  6-2-1  at  Town  Toyota  Center.  The  Vees 
have  won  the  first  two  games  between  the  two  teams  this  season. 

WHO  TO  WATCH  FOR:  Forward  Nick  Cafarelli  (lOg,  11a)  leads  the  Wild  in  overall  scoring,  followed  by  Tyler  Young  (4g, 
16a),  Brett  Chorske  (7g,  11a),  and  Brian  Adams  (lOg,  7a).  The  Vees  are  led  by  Jay  O'Brien  (13g,  20a),  Danny  Weight  (9g, 
17a),  Lukas  Sillinger  (9g,  15a),  and  David  Silye  (5g,  18a). 

GOALTENDING:  Noah  Altman  sports  a  record  of  5-5-0,  a  3.60  GAA  and  .875  save  percentage.  Penticton  goalie  Yaniv  Perets 
is  9-3-1  with  a  1.74  GAA  and  a  .934  save  percentage.
